CHESTNUT TREE MAY
BECOME AS EXTINCT
AS THE DODO HERE

Blight Is More Injurious and
Widespread Than Usual,
Experts Say

LEATHER MEN WORRIED

The chestnut tres will be as extinct ns
the dodo in this wicinity with the next
decade At lenast, that Is the opinion
of forestera and experts on the subject,
who have watched the steady and devas.
tating progress of the chestnut blight
mince its ndvent here ten years ago They
pay It I= just a trifte worse this fall
than It has been In the past: It has wid-
ened Its scope of operations and s kill-
Ing one wvaluable tree after another,

The Increasing scarcity of the chest-
nut s nlso n cause of worry Lo the
leather men and to the Industrial con-
carns using poles In thelr line of bual-
riess. For the chestnut s a fartile source
of tannin, used to give hidea the color
denlred, and & also used extensively for
poles, timbars, shinglen, bridges, general
construction work and sheathing—in fact,
one-Afth of all the telegraph, telephone
nnd electric transmission poles In the
couniry were once chestnut trees,

Is thers a remedy for the blightT For-
catern think there in. "“The blight is of Chi-
ness origin, and the chestnut trree thers
seema to be immune to the disease,’”" sard
Samusl B, Detwller, superintendent of
the Pennsylvania Chestnut Tree Blight
Commission before Iack of funds forced
It to, quit. “Therefore, If we can ocross
the American chestnut with the tree of
the Orient we should get = tree that
will suceesafully resist the ravages of
the blight.

“Now that the people have grown used
to the blight, they don't seem to realine
what it 1# doilng and how far it has ac-
tually gone In removing the chestnut from
this vicinity. Thess seema to be no pres-
ent dimunition wufficlent to warrant the
beliaf that 1t is likely to wear itself out
or that our trees will become sufMclently
reslstunt to ward off the attack prior to
the destruction of the trees themuelven.'
